CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla, Space shuttle Endeavour has departed the 
International Space Station, clearing the way for a final cargo run to 
the outpost before NASA retires its three-ship fleet. During its 
12 days at the station, the Endeavour crew conducted four space- 
walks to complete construction of the US. side of the $ioo billion 
outpost j a project of i6 nations that has been under construction in 
orbit since 1998, Here's a look at NASA's mission by the numbers, 

$4 BILLION 

NASA s shuttles are being retired to save the $4 billion annual operating expenses so that 
the agency can develop new vehicles that can travel beyond the space station’s orbit.

station renovations 
are back in season 

The short shorts^ long bats and midsize fanny packs have been 
dusted off. Finally^ it feels like ... construction season! 

Cooing Public checked in with Brian Steek% spokesman for the 
Chicago Department ofTransportation^ for updates on the renova- 
tion of the Grand Red Line stop and the construction of the new 
stop on the Green and Pink lines at Lake and Morgan streets. 

Meanwhile, on the Y;llow Line, excavation has been completed 
for the utility tunnel at the north and south stationhouses at the 
new Oak ton station in downtown Skokie, according to a May 
update from the city. Construction of the stop began last year and 
is expected to be completed in late fall. 

Grand stop 

T'he project is about 8o percent complete and is on track to be fin- 
ished by year's end, Steele said. Work is being done on the northeast 
corner of the stop, which is the final phase of construction. T'he ad- 
dition of an escalator and three elevators makes the stop accessible 
for riders with disabilities. 

Other new features include customer service kiosks, granite 
floors and stairs, and a communications and speaker system. The 
S67 million project is funded through the Federal Transit Adminis- 
tration (80 percent) and the Illinois Department of Transportation 
(20 percent), according to CDOT. 

Morgan Street stop 

The project is about 10 percent complete and is slated to be finished 
by summer 2012, Steele said. Frames have been put in place for ele- 
vator towers and a bridge to transfer between platforms, Steele said. 

When construction is completed, the stop will have bike racks 
and canopies to provide weather protection for riders waiting on 
the platforms. 

llie $38 million station is funded through the tax-increment 
financing, or TTF, money intended to promote redevelopment in 
certain parts of the city (about 80 percent). 'The rest of the money 
comes from the Federal Transit Administration (about 20 percent), 
according to the city.

REDEYE 

Every couple of days, Maggie Yonts would 
take the 63rd Street bus from her Southwest 
Side home to the Midway stop on the Orange 
Line. She would ride that until she transferred 
to the Brown Line, which she would take to 
the last stop, Kimball, in Albany Park. 

Abnts wasn’t commuting for work. This was 
a labor of love. 

Yonts, who lives in Clearing, said she dated 
a guy from Albany Park for a few months a 
couple of years ago but found the distance be- 
tween their homes eventually put distance in 
their relationship. 

“We would mostly meet downtown to hang 
out. It would be a long trip for both of us,” said 
Y)nts, 24, who didn’t have a car at the time. 
“The actual distance and the work it took to get 
together, we started seeing each other a lot less.” 

These days, Yonts is engaged— to a man she 
met in her neighborhood. And though she’s 
got her man, Yonts said she still is considered 
undesirable (geographically speaking). 

Lor instance, she said, she’s received blank 


stares when she tells Chicagoans, mostly 
North Siders, that she lives in Clearing, the 
neighborhood west of Midway 

“They’re like, ‘Where’s that? That’s far!’ ” 
Yonts said. “They thought Clearing and Mid- 
way was a lifetime away” 

Word is still out on whether Yonts is tech- 
nically considered a geographically undesir- 
able date (GUD), a popular New York term 
bestowed upon people who live too far from 
Manhattan or Brooklyn (mostly Staten Is- 
landers— and anyone from New Jersey). 

Census data about where young Chica- 
goans live isn’t expected to be released until 
next month. But as it stands, Lakeview, Lin- 
coln Park and the Near West Side— which 
includes the West Loop, Greektown and the 
area around UIC— have the highest concen- 
tration of Chicagoans ages 18-34, based on 
census population estimates. 

Meanwhile, Lorest Glen on the North- 
west Side and Beverly and Avalon Park on the 
South Side have the lowest concentration 
of young Chicagoans— making them a 
GUD match.

Y)ung Chicagoans on the far North, West 
and South sides who talked to RedEye said 
they’ve noticed it’s tough to shake the feel- 
ing that they are geographically undesirable. 
They said the stress of commuting, especially 
on public transportation, weighed on relation- 
ships. Sometimes they felt it was better not to 
cross their neighborhood lines for a date. 

Chicagoland matchmaker Elsa Malinsky 
who runs Meaningful Matches, said she’s 
noticed women typically are more willing to 
travel for love than men because men tend to 
have a bigger pool of singles from which to 
choose and women usually are more flexible 
in selecting a partner. 

Scott Presslak of Portage Park 
on the Northwest Side said inter- 
place-ial dating isn’t a deal breaker 


for him, but he knows some women won’t go 
the distance. 

He said when he’s at a bar outside his neigh- 
borhood, people ask him where he lives and 
“they don’t even know [Portage Park] is part 
of the city” 

Presslak, 25, said he wouldn’t mind driving 
for the right relationship since he spent the 
past three years making the trek from his 
place in Peoria to visit friends in Chicago. 

But for no^y he’s happy in his neighborhood. 

“It’s just a matter of getting people out here 
to actually see it.” 

Don’t expect Sara Thomas to travel that far 
west. Thomas, a begrudging Rogers Parker 
(she’s a recent Loyola grad), said travel time 
was a factor in the breakup of her short-lived 
romance with a Bucktowner.

“That’s practically a long distance relation- 
ship. It’s a good 30 -minute drive. Taking the 
CTA there probably took more than an hour,” 
said Thomas, 21. “That [relationship] didn’t 
last for a lot of reasons, but the distance defi- 
nitely added to it.

Thomas said she and her roommates tend to 
party in bars outside Rogers Park, like in Lakev- 
iew, so they meet guys from all over the city 

But there are only a few places she’s will- 
ing to travel to for love. South of the Chicago 
stop on the Red Line and “really anywhere on 
the Blue or the Green Line I’m not too crazy 
about,” Thomas said. 

The irony is that Thomas found love two 
months ago— with a guy from west suburban 
St. Charles.

Mayor Emanuel joined city firefighters 
Monday morning for a Memorial Day 
mass that marked an especially deadly year 
for the department. 

When Christopher Wheatley was killed 
after falling three stories from a fire escape 
as he battled a blaze at a West Loop restau- 
rant in August, it marked the first time a 
Chicago firefighter had been killed on the 
job in nearly a decade, spokesman Larry 
Langford said. 

Three more firefighters would die in the 
line of duty in the next several months, the 
worst tally for the department in decades, 
Langford said. 

On Monday, several hundred uniformed 
firefighters and family members walked 
past a fire engine that had been dedicated 
to Wheatley as they entered Holy Lamily 
Church for a service honoring Wheatley 
and fellow firefighters Patrick Hannon, 
Edward Stringer and Corey Ankum, as 
well as more than loo retirees who died of 
natural causes. 

“It’s been a very tough year on the fire- 
fighters and paramedics and their fami- 
lies,” said Lire Commissioner Bob Hoff, 
whose brother, retired firefighter Ray 
Hoff, also died this year. 

“Things like these happen, and it just 
pulls us closer together and reminds us 
how dangerous this job is.” 

Emanuel’s brief remarks were met with 
applause from the several hundred fire- 
fighters, retirees and family members. 
Emanuel was the first mayor to attend the 
annual ceremony in at least 30 years, Hoff 
said. 

“To the many family members here, 
there are no words to express the debt we 
owe our fallen heroes and no words to ex- 
press our sorrow at your loss,” the mayor 
said. 


House OKs casinos, 
bath-salt ban, power grid 

A major gambling package won Illinois 
House approval Monday with provisions 
for a land-based casino in Chicago or a riv- 
erboat gambling palace on Lake Michigan, 
four more casinos around the state, and slot 
machines at racetracks and Chicago’s two 
airports. The measure awaits Senate action. 

Meanwhile, the House also sent the gov- 
ernor a ban on synthetic drugs marketed as 
bath salts and approved ComEd’s proposal 
for a sophisticated power grid in Chicago.

Blast of summer 


Chicago welcomes sun, but heat sends several to area hospitals

Sunscreen and flip-flops replaced sweat- 
ers and rain boots as Sunday’s storms 
gave way to Monday’s sunshine and near- 
record-high temperatures. 

The weather’s about-face sent droves of 
locals and tourists flocking to area beach- 
es, parks and walkways on the Memorial 
Day holiday 

“It finally feels like summer,” Aurora 
resident Chuck Boudreau, 60, said as he 
relaxed on the grass near Navy Pier. 

The mercury peaked at 88 degrees at 
O’Hare, according to the National Weath- 
er Service. That fell short of the date’s 
record of 93 degrees set in 1942 and 1953, 
but easily surpassed the average high of 75 
degrees. 

On Monday, the cool breezes from a 
well-placed parking garage, air vent or 
wind tunnel gave just enough relief for

people to continue their outdoor jaunts. 

Loop resident Jewel Barber improvised 
a fashionable alternative while sitting on a 
sidewalk bench. 

“I’m rolling up my pants to make shorts,” 
he said, snapping the thickening cuffs into 
place. 

But several people in the city and sub- 
urbs had to be hospitalized because of the 
rising heat. 

Chicago police closed North Avenue 
Beach in the late afternoon after four 


people had to be treated for heat-related 
issues, according to Chicago Lire Depart- 
ment spokesman Larry Langford. One 
person was taken to Northwestern Me- 
morial Hospital in serious-to-critical con- 
dition, while three others were taken to 
Northwestern and St. Joseph Hospital in 
fair-to-serious condition, Langford said. 
Lire officials also opened up a water line to 
mist people as they walked past. 

More than a half-dozen people at Me- 
morial Day parades in the southwest sub- 
urbs suffered from heat-related ailments 
Monday according to officials. 

At the Lockport parade, six people re- 
quired medical attention when they came 
down with heat exhaustion, officials said. 
Two were treated at the scene, and four 
were taken to Silver Cross Hospital in Jo- 
liet, where their conditions stabilized, hos- 
pital officials said.

Online hackers over the weekend pirated 
the PBS website and posted a false story 
claiming the rapper Tupac Shakur— who 
has been dead for almost 15 years— is alive 
and living in New Zealand. 

The group— called The Lulz Boat— also 
posted what it said were passwords of jour- 
nalists, login information for the PBS se- 
ries “Frontline” and sensitive information 
about PBS stations. 

The Lulz Boat claims it was “less than 
impressed” after watching the network’s 
program “WikiSecrets” and “decided to 
sail our Lulz Boat over the PBS servers for 
further ... perusing.”

They best watch where 
they’re sailing next time,” the group said. 

PBS acknowledged the hack early Mon- 
day morning.

Scottie Pippen 
ignited a “who^s 
the greatest ever?” 
firestorm Friday, 
telling ESPN Radio 
that James might be 
a better all-around 
player than His Air- 
ness. 

Outrageous? Not when you consider the 
source. Pippen’s six rings, seven All-NBA 
selections and 10 All-Defensive team hon- 
ors are all the credibility he needs. Throw in 
his personal knowledge of MJ, and he’d be 
the perfect attorney to argue this case. 

If you want to disqualify James from this 
comparison until he gets six titles (ahem, 
the number on his jersey), so be it. But v/hat 
if LeBron acquires that many, or even more? 

T'he fact MJ came first does work against 
James; LeBron might not be the player he is 
without Air Jordan’s model to copy. 

I lowever, there’s plenty working in 
James’ favor, including time.
